The main object of the scheme is to encourage authors to write original books in Hindi on 
the subjects covered under the purview of the Department of Road Transport & Highways. The

3. PERIOD OF THE SCHEME 

For the awards to be pronounced for any particular year, the books published during the 
preceding block of 3 years or the manuscripts prepared during such period shall be considered.

These awards shall be sponsored and financially supported by the Department of Road 
Transport and Highways. 
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6. ELIGIBILITY 

(i) Every Indian citizen, including the officers / employees of Government of India / State 
Govemments/UTs, shall be eligible to participate in the Scheme. The employees / 
officers of the Department of Road Transport & Highways excluding Chairman and the 
Members of Evaluation Committee shall also be eligible to participate in the Scheme.

(i) The author shall submit the entry form duly filled in (Annexure-2). 

(ii) The author shall submit his / her entry form with 5 copies of the book / manuscript along 
with five copies of short summary. 

(iii) The books/manuscripts received under this Award Scheme shall not be returned. 

(iv) An author may send more than one entry under a particular period of the scheme but he / 
she will not be eligible for more than one Award. 

(v) The entries should reach on or before the last date indicated in the advertisement. 

8. EVALUATION COMMITTEE 

a. An Evaluation Committee shall be constituted under the scheme to examine the entries 
and to recommend the awards. Secretary, Department of Road Transport & Highways 
shall be ex-officio Chairman of the Evaluation Committee. Besides, One officer each 
from the Department of Road Transport & Highways and Department of Official 
Language, M/o Home Affairs and three non-official Members as experts on the subject 
having knowledge of Hindi will be co-opted in the Evaluation Committee .
